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CONCORDIA ANNOUNCES HIV/AIDS POLICY GUIDELINES 


MONTREAL / December 1, 1988 --- Concordia University today 
become one of only four Canadian universities to issue a formal 
policy relating to HIV-infections and AIDS. 

Concordia will designate a HIV/AIDS Resource Person to work 
with the University’s Health Services to provide confidential 
information, counselling and referral services, and a second 
employee, a part-time coordinator, will work with departments, 
associations, and individuals to develop an on-going training and 
information program to counter the effects of misinformation and 
the possible discrimination it breeds. 

An HIV/AIDS advisory committee will implement and update 
the new guidelines. 

AIDS is no more prevalent at Concordia than in Montréal 
generally, but according to Dr. Norbert Gilmore, Chair of the 
National Advisory Committee on AIDS, estimates show that at least 
one in 150 Montrealers, or as many as one in 50, could be HIV- 
infected. The majority of these people display no signs of the 
disease and are unaware that they are transmitting the virus to 
others. 

Concordia first addressed the AIDS issue in 1986 when an ad 
hoc committee was formed to examine the problem. With the 
announcement of the new policy today, International AIDS Day, 
Concordia reaffirms its commitment to support municipal, 
provincial, national and international AIDS initiatives, 
including next June’s' International Conference on AIDS in 
Montréal. 

The other universities with AIDS policies are Carleton, 
Dalhousie, and the University of British Columbia.
